MINING FOR A METEOR. 


Sinking Shafts in Canyon Diablo Crater 
to Find an Enormous Aerolite at 
Great Depth. 

PRESCOTT (Aris.) March 9.—Work 
is to be resumed at once on the ex- 
ploration of.the Cafion Diablo “crater.” 
Operations have’ been suspended since 
last September on account of lack of 
water. A company of wealthy Pennsyl- 
vanians ise expending an immense 
amount if an attempt to definitely jo- 
cate the presence of an enormous 
meteor believed to be hidden far dowr. 
in the earth, buried by the force of its 
Drill holes sunk at vari- 
ous points to a depth of 1600 feet have 
shown the presence of meteoric iron 
in large amounts. Four of the -holes 
have passed into unaltered sandstone, 
demonstrating that the hole was not 
made by an voicanic outburst or erup- 
tion. A development shaft sunk from 
the’ bottom of the crater, 600 feet be- 
low the outside surface of the ground, 
proved unsuccessful on account of the 
peculiar ashy, yet water-laden charac. 
ter, of the ground penetrated. It is 
probable that permanent mining oper- 
ations will have to be conducted by 
means of a shaft sunk In the unaltered 
country rock, from which the crater 
can be drained and drifte run to strike 
the iron. The meteoric iron will be ex- 
tremely valuable, capable “of being 
made into the finest of nickel steel. 

A magnificent body of coking coal 
has been found in southern Navaje 
county, ten miles west of Pinedale. A 
considerable part of the coal is on the 
White Mountain Apache reservation, 
the entire belt being ten miles wide 
and twenty miles long. Indian Agent 
Crouse has recommended to the In- 
terlor Department that permission be 
given for the location and development 
of coal mines on the reserve, , 

On the 300-fo0t level of the Little 
Jessie mine at McCabe has been found 
three feet of sulphide ore, sampling 
over $200 to the ton in gold. The mine 
is known as one cf the richest in 
northern Arizona and has a record of 
a production of $800,000.

UPPOSE we meet a friend who has just returned

canopy, the air. He gazed upon the brave, o’erhanging 
firmament; he gloried in the majestic roof fretted with 
golden fire. He studied that piece of work, a man, noble 
in reason, infinite in faculty, in dorm and moving ex- 
press and admirable, in action like an angel, in appre- 
hension like a god, the beauty of the world, the para- 
gon of animals. 

Here we reach the third element in the life of Hamlet. 
His own heart, with all its voices, whispering from the 
innermost recesses of his soul, the call of his race upon 


him to the work for which he seemed to be destined, an 
apostle of intellectual freedom and moral enlightenment 
for the world. To that careér his footateps turned with 
all the alacrity born of youth and enthusiasm. But lo! 
there rises up before him an awful shadow. No wonder 
he turns to the right hand and to the left, like Balaam’s 


ass in the narrow defile where the angel with the drawn | 


sword seemed set to stop his way. _His father cruelly 
murdered, his mother disgracing that éather’s memory 
by a sudden and incestuous marriage with his uncle, that 
uncle a cut-purse of the empire, who had stolen the pre- 
cious diadem from the brow where it belonged and put 
it in his pocket as a robber would a dollar. The low 
social conventionalities of his time called upon the phil- 
osophical leader of the human race to forego the enjoy- 
ments of his love for Ophelia and to turn aside from the 
career which the finger of Providence was pointing out 
to him. And for what? To abandon these high ideals, 
to forego the path of so glorious a career, to become a 
policeman, to lay aside his books, his studies, his ambi- 
tions, to doff his student's garb and put on the uniform 
and star of a policeman, to arm himself with a police- 
man’s club, to surrender the charter of his high ideals 
from heaven and to accept the commission of a sheriff, 
to exchange his philosophy for a hangman's rope and 
become the executioner of a murderer. 

Oh, cursed spite it was indeed that such a man should 
have been set to right such transient wrongs at the sacri- 
fice of a career so lasting and so noble. It was but the 
effort of a moment for Hamlet to put his heel with crush- 
ing ferocity upon his own heart and crucify his own 
affections. It was easy to tell Ophelia to get herself to 
a nunnery, but to carry out the hangman’s commission 
and be the executioner of his uncle, the avenger of his 
father’s death and memory, was a task so hard that the 
philosophic soul naturally shrank from it more than 
from the cup of poison or the envenomed point of the ra- 
pier. So reluctant was the philosophic soul to tura aside 
from his ideals, give up his life ambitions and perform 
so ignoble an act, that in the end the action of others 
was necessary to enmesh him in a net by which the exe- 
cution was accomplished rather by chance than by in- 
tention. The hangman’s duty performed, the sheriff's 
commission fulfilled, Hamlet himself with his dying 
breath tells the failure of his career, the disappointment 
of his dreams and high hopes, as he says in four last 
words, “The rest is silence.” His friend and companion 
in his studies, sympathies and aspirations, Horatio, ex- 
presses the verdict and the prayer of mankind for 300 
years: “Now cracks a noble heart. Good-night, sweet 
prince, and flights of angels sing thee to thy rest.” 

How many Hamlets have lived since this Prince of 
Denmark who might have been intellectual or moral 
Moses to the race, but who have turned aside from the 
high ideals to which nature and Providence seemed to 
have destined them, to sacrifice their lives in conforming 
to the low social conventionalities of the time in which 
they live. There have been many men who might have 
done much to deliver their race from the darkness of an 
Egyptian midnight of superstition or error, who might 
have uplifted countless numbers of their fellow-men 
from degrading vices, slavery to their passions or devo- 
tion to low ambitions, who lost sight of these high ideals, 
failed to grasp with resolute mind and firm hand the 
real work of life, and have put a full stop to a glorious 
career by giving themselves up to a task as unworthy 
as Hamlet’s when he consented to be a policeman at 


_ Elsinore and the executioner of the kingdom of Denmark.

sensorial vibrations, but all the while dorgetting the 
remedial agency of good-fellowship; the bracing tonic 
of upright companionship, the vim and vigor imparted 
to our mental, moral and physical nature by a whole- 
some association with life-giving, and tone-imparting 
people. Aye, all sorts and conditions of people, no less 
than the “picked product,” serve as restorative meafis, 
“each after his kind,” if we only know how to apply 
that which they have to offer. 


Because people are so profusely scattered throughout 
this thickly-populated planet, are we therefore to de- 
spise them, or to belittle their value jndividually or col- _ 
lectively? What is there commensurate in this earth- 
life with the tremendous moving power and shaping in- 
fluence of a monumental personality? inanimate 
object, be it ever so beautiful, so fascinating or awe- 
inspiring, can compare with the exquisite transport of 
one soul through the action of another? What force 
more compelling or more determinately bending the 
will to admiration and veneration than the high-born 
thought and impuise out of the best in hurnan nature— 
out of the noblest source of persons in particular, and 
persons in general—the people? 

If ever there was a time when the spheres were sing- 
ing together, it must have been when harmony reigned 
among the people; when the people lived in actual 
bonds of fraternity.

“babes and pupils’ of a common family, grown strong 
and self-reliant, made “heirs of the ages” and become 
founders of government, once more approach in kindred 
spirit, with open hearts and helpful hands to unite loy- 
ally in behalf of the damily anew—the nation. 


Ah, “people, just people!” let us not deceive ourselves 
in the belief that there is anything greater, or more 
supremely worth while. In whatever natural environ- 

ts we move, we cannot escape, nor is it desirable we 

ld flee the touch and influence of ‘the people. Of 
what avail our graphic descriptions of places of note in 
foreign countries, if we fail to assimilate the personal 
presence and psychological significance of the people! 
We may live in Paris, frequent the famous resorts of 
the world’s metropolis of gaiety and fashion and there- 
from draw our conclusions about the people of France; 
yet neither the high seats of pleasure, nor the life of the 
Parisian constitute a just criterion by which to judge 
the true spirit of the real Frenchman. So, too, with vis- 
itors to London, Berlin, Rome. We may learn much of 
England through her history of struggle and conquest, 
her forward march in trade and commerce; we may be- 
come intelligent on the mode of her government, and in- 
formed on every point of interest in Great Britain both 
artistic and natural, and still fall far short of compre- 
hending the gist of the character of the genuine Eng- 
lishman. Likewise it is not enough, when professing to 
know Germany, to have strolied in Berlin “Unter den 
Linden;” to have turned away with a shock of disgust 
from the jovial company of men and women in a public 
“bier garten,” firm in the conviction that all the Ger- 
mans cared for was the inordinate indulgence in the so- 
called national beverage of hops and malt. Or, per- 
haps another reason for their conclusive opinion of 
Deutschland may lie in the fact that they have seen 
the living Emperor himself on some formal occasion. 
All of which nevertheless, affords no inti acquaint- 
ance with the inner workings, or the and soul of 
the German people. 


Hence it is not the routine inspection of places ancient 
and modern, in world-renowned cities, or the sojourn 
in a capital sought as the center of a given nation, that 
brings us into direct touch with the people. Thus the 
sentimental loitering amid ruins, poring over musty vol- 
umes in dusty libraries, however appealing to the spirit 
of romanticism and the tendency toward erudition, will 
yield a relatively small advantage in learning the habits 
of the existing people, or in obtaining clear conceptions 
of their respective states of mind, which have given rise 
to their peculiarly distinguishing characteristics. 


Then bravo! to the travelers at home or abroad, who 
have not been content with a cursory glance at things 
however attractive, but have looked back of the things 
to find the people whence they came. For “people, just 
people,” are, and ever must be, of preéminent interest to 
all thoroughly humanized observers, whether they be in 
our own United States or in the farthest ends of the 
earth.

SPLENDORS OF TLEMCEN. 


Ruins OF Crrres WHICH WERE GREAT 
500 YEARS AGo. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


LEMCEN (Africa).—Come with me and be my Mo-) 

hammedan dragoman, Mustapha, and take a walk | 

this bright Sunday morning through the Delhi of 
North Africa. We are in a city which was famous when 
Agra was at'the height of its glory, and one which has 
mosques and tombs containing Moorish decorations 
which will compare in their beauty with those of the 
famed cities of India. There are doors of bronze in the 
Mosque of Sidi Bou-Medin as beautiful as those at the 
entrance to the Capitol at Washington, and equal in 
their fine workmanship to those of Ghiberti at Florence. 
There are temples of Mohammedan worship hundreds of | 
years old, which have a beauty greater than the mosques | 
of Cairo atid Constantinople, and all were constructed | 
when Europe was still semi-civilized and a hundred years | 
or so before the New World of America began to be. | 
Not far from these mosques are the remains of a ruined 
city, which surpassed Pompeii in extent and glory, and

in another direction is the tomb of the man who built | 
that city, with the Arabs praying in and about it today. |

It is in black continent of Africa, on the edge of 
savage, turbulent and warring Morocco, thirty miles | 
south of the Mediterranean and about 100 miles from 
Oran, the ¢hief seaport of western Algeria. It is so dar 
out of Yhe fine of travel that strangers seldom come here, | 
but it is one of the most interesting places on the conti- 
nent. 

The Tlemcen-of today is a city of, perhaps, 25,000, sit- 
uated in a -beautiful valley, at an elevation about as 
high above the sea as the average height of the Alleghe- 
nies. It has behind it great bare, rugged mountains, 
which are capped with huge rocks, making them look 
like fortifications thrown up by the gods, and their 
strength as fortifications was probably one of the rea- | 
sons for the site of these ancient cities. | 

Another reason was the valley and plains lying be- 
low. They are among the richest in Algeria. Standing 
upon the walls here, as far as the eye can reach there 
is nothing but vineyards and orchards and rich fields of 
grain. There are hundreds of thousands of olive trees 
loaded with fruit. There are rich gardens and fields of 
potatoes making a patchwerk of green of different | 
shades which extends out on al! sides below the city 
until it meets the hills on the horizon. White roads eut 
here and there through this expanse of green, all lead up 
to the walls of Tlemcen: , 
A Fortified City. 

- The city is entered by gates. It was a fortified town | 
in the past, and the French have fortified it today. The 
high walls have portholes at every few feet, through | 
which rifles and other guns can be thrust, companies of | 


streets, and the citadel, where the Sultans of the past 
had their gorgeous residences many centuries ago, 
is now a barracks, prison and hospital for the 
Algerian troops. Its old walls and gateways stil) stand 
and the minaret of its mosque, ninety feet high. over-

singing birds made of gold and silver. 

Within a stone's throw of the citadel, surrounded by 
buildings which would not look out of place in any 
country town in France, rises the mighty mosque Djama 
el Kebir.

Boston ARCHITECTS, CONSIDER A 
QUESTION OF IMPORTANCE. 


_ From a S pecial Correspondent. 


OSTON, March 4.—A report by a committee on 
municipal improvements of the Boston Society of 
Architects which has just been made public is, in 
the main. of more local than national interest, for it 
involyes an elaborate series of recommendations for the 
_ greater Boston, which, if carried out, would, as it is be- 
lieved. create in the northeastern part of the United 
States the most perfectly organized city in the western 
hemisphere. One section, however, ofthe report is of 
| Much more than New England concern; it is, In fact, 
absolutely in line with the proposal which the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress, a non-partisan and non- 
sectional body, is agitaiing at Washington and which 
ts likely within a short time to result in a great im- 
provement of our national] routes of water communica- 
tion, if the desire! appropriation of $50,000,000 a year is 
secured ¢drom Congress. 
_ This is a chapter of the report under the heading 
“Communication by Inland Waterways,” which in- 
| dicates the extent to which every community of this 
| country is affected by the question of water transporta- 
, ton. Most Americans, certainly, particularly those of 
| the central, western and southern sections, do not think 


— 


| of Boston, situated on the outer rim of the country, as | 


being particularly concerned in the development of the 
more inexpensive type of freight transit that is repre- 
sented by canals and improved rivers and estuaries. 
This document, however, of the Boston architects shows 
that in a broad sense the New England capital is as di- 
rectly interested in the ‘upbuilding of facilities for 
transporting freight by water as is New York, Chicago, 
New Orleans, St. Louis, or any other municipality. 


One of the projects of this nature that immediately 


concerns New England is, of course, the Cape Cod Ca- | 


nal, which. it. appears, New York capitalists are about 
to bulld. This will shorten the trip from Boston to the 
metropolis and at the same time will enable vessels to 
avoid the dangerous fogs and currents off Cape Cod

During the war, in 
June, 1863, a great national] ship canal convention was 
held in Chicago expressly to discuss the very subject 
which now agitates the National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress, for the question was then up ¢or discussion of 
uniting the Gulf of Mexico with the Atlantic Ocean by 
| a system of waterways navigable for gunboats, the alti- 
mate object being to augment national wealth, to attract 
| population, to facilitate transportation, and to secure 
military defense in any national contest on the lakes. 
There had recently been disagreement with Great Bri'- 
ain and it was feared that the English might place gun- 
boats on the Great Lakes through the Welland Canal at 
a time When it was absolutely impossible to get Ameri- 
can gunboats into them from the Mississippi or Ohiv 
The possibility of increasing the size of the Erie Cana! 
was also considered then. 

This whole scheme of national improvement of water- 
ways, which is now so seriously contemplated and part 
of which is already in execution, is referred to by the 
' Boston architects’ report as.a belated carrying out of the 
plans of 1863. “When the circuit is complete,” so it is 
stated, “it may become as profitable to carry freights 
up as down the Mississippi, and there will be something 
gratifying to national pride if it ever does become pos- 
sible to thus carry cargoes without transshipment from 
|New Orleans through the interior of the continent and 
on to the Atlantic Coast. The opinion that there ts a 
| future for such American inland waterways is shared 
by many people. President Roosevelt says: “One of 
the effective methods of effecting railways rates is to 
provide for a proper system of water transportation,” 
and James J. Hill says: “There hae been no project 
before Congress in twenty years which interests so many 
people and will prove so great a benefit to the entire ba- 
sin of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers as a fifteen- 
foot channel or canal from St. Louis to the Gulf of 
Mexico.” 

No publication on waterways improvement would be 
complete if it did not.refer to the magnificent work in 
this direction which is being done in European coun- 
tries. The report of the Boston Society of Architects 
quotes with particular approval from Elzbacher’s recern* 
book, “Modern Germany.” a passage summing up ihe 
advantages that canals have been to Germany. 

“Germany's #industrial success is doubtless due to a 
large extent to the assistance received from her water- 
ways. In 1902, notwithstanding the marvelous growth 
of the German merchant marine, its inland shipping has 
grown to be 150 per cent. larger than the tonnage of its 
sea shipping, and this increase is to a great degre> in 
vessels of large size.

The renewal of interest in New Encland in a mat- 
ter of waterways improvement. which is popularly »- 
posed to be a matter of concern chiefly to the Mid®e 
West and the South. is in line with the early history o 
the section. In the first era of canal building. before th» 
railways came in artificialiy to check the netural deve! 
opment of waterways, the Middlesex Canal, connectine 
the Merrimac River with Bocton, was one of the earli- 
est and most important transportation routes of the ne- 
tion. Extending across country from the junction cf 
the Concord and Merrimac. Rivers, it brought to the 
seaboard freight and passengers from the New Hamp- 
shire towns and logs from the forests of the White 
Mountains. It was intended in the early part of the 
nineteenth century, when the expansion of railroads 
could not af course be forecasted. to connect Boston 
with the Connecticut River by way of Springfield, so 
that commerce might thus go down the Connecticut and 
thence to New York City. There was also a scheme for 
extending the canal westward alone the Connecticut to 
Albany and the Erie Canal by tunneling under the 
Hoosac Mountain—a feat which was later accomplished 
by the Fitchburg Railroad.

From the 
superintendent of the survey he obtained the statement 
that soon after the great spot had come well into view 
from around the eastern edge of the sun “a severe mag- 
netic storm” had been observed by the instruments at 
Cheltenham, and that it had continued for nearly two 
days. The maximum disturbance lated continuously 
for about five hours, during which time the” magnetic 
needle fluctuated about one-half degree on either side of 
the normal, and the range in the intensity of the mag- 
netic force during the storm was about 1 per cent. of the 
total of the earth’s magnetism in the region of the ob- 
servatory. All of the other magnetic observatories of | 
the world will probably report similar phenomena. At | 
the time of the last great sun spot visitation—October, 
1992—the writer obtained a similar report from the.

Measuring Magnetic Storms. 


In these observatories delicate instruments are con- 
stantly making record of that fluctuating, pulsating, 
magnetic climate which: bathes earth and which is dis- 
tinct from the “weather” of the metéorologist. Of these 
instruments the magnet is the sensitive hand, as it is 
in the compass. In one the magnet, delicately poised 
to move horizontally—like the needle of the mariner— 
measures the magnetic variation from the true north 
and south. In another the magnet, poised to seesaw 


upon a vertical plane, measures changes in the magnetic 


intensity of the earth. Each of these magnet bars, how- 


ever balanced, carries a minute searchlight, which re- , 
flects a sharp beam upon a moving sheet of photographic | 


As these little spots of light travel across the 
paper they leave black paths behind them. Since the 
paper is renewed at a given hour every day, the record 
of the earth’s magnetic climate is to be kept as perpetu- 
ally as were the fires in the Temple of Vesta. Where 
these paths appear straight upon the paper the earth’s 
magnetism has been uniform, but where they appear 
jegged and zigzag there is evidence of a magnetic storm

“When running at ease,” he says, “the length of the 
hare’s stride is about four feet, but under conditions of 
fear its leaps extend to ten and twelve feet, while some 
authors claim that it can jump ten ditches twenty to 
twenty-five feet in width. Perpendicularly, a hare can 
jump on to a five-foot wall, but seems to be nonplussed 
by one of about six feet. The stride of the rabbit is 
about two feet; when necessary it can make leaps of six 
or seven feet horizontally. About three feet is the high- 
est that a rabbit can attain to eveh when helped by the 
asperities of a stone wall.” Mr. Millais tells how rab- 
bits swim—when compelled to: “They swim with the 
head held as high as possible, while the hocks of the 
hind legs appear above the element at each stroke. The

N American king in a fpreign land—there is a 
flavor of fiction in the very thought of it. But if 
any there be who doubt, let the skeptic journey 
down to the Cananea district, State of Senora, Mexico, 
and there behold a native New Yorker seated, in a figu- 
rative sense, upon a throne of his own construction.

SYSTEM OF ACCIDENT PREVENTION 
WELL WORKED OvtT.

ITH every mechanical, say rather auto-mechani- 
cal device in perfect working order; with plates 
and beams and frames and rivets contributing 
;equally to that element which naval architects call 
, Structural strength, there is not the slightest reason 
/ why the most timid person should take passage aboard 
‘a modern transatlantic liner with any deeper misgiv- 
ings than he would feel in boarding a limited train for 
Chicago or a crowded local for the suburbs. 


There is really not so much reason for apprehension, 
in defence of which assertion it is but necessary to sug- 
gest a comparison of the mortality tables covering rail- 
road disasters in the United States for the year 1906, 
with the loss of life through shipwreck. Allowing for 
the vast numerical preponderance of travel by railroad 
over travel by sea, and taking averages on a purely 
, comparative basis, the ocean voyager has much the 
better of it. 


The strides in the science of shipbuilding in the past 
twenty years, not alone as regards size, speed, and lux- 
ury, but above all, safety, repay consideration. The 
modern liner ig practically unsinkable, and the ques- 
tion of future disasters, as in the case of the ill-fated 
Prinzessin Victoria Luise, resolves itselé into a ques- 
tion of the frailty of humankind. The might of the 
| worst sea ever experienced shipbuilders have set at 
naught; collision bulkheads have done away with the 
fear of the lurking derelict; the modern automatic seal- 
ing of compartments offsets the puncturing of a hull 
— a collision and the danger of destruction by 


— 


The point is that the great liner which is lost in the 
future will be lost through the mistake of her naviga- 
tor. No shipbuilder in all. the ages to come, it seems, 
will ever bufld a craft that will hold together in pound- 


being lessened through the beneficence of wireless tele- 
graphy and the “sunken bell” system. 

Until the early eighties, passenger steamships below 
decks were to be regarded simply as huge boxes, pre- 
senting, from stem to stern. one unbroken space. A 
hole in the hull below the water line involved, of neces- 
sity, the filling of that hull with water and consequent 
sinking. Such a disaster to the Collins Line steamship 
Arctic, the transatlantic queen of the fifties, marked 
the beginning of the downfall of a company of which 
Americans were justly proud. Groping her way through 
the fog on the Grand Banks, the Arctic was rammed by 
the French steamship Vesta. So calmly assured of the 
strength of his great steamship as to render the thought 
of the loss of his vessel a remote consideration, brave 
Capt. Luce ordered Gourley, his first officer, overside tn 
a small boat to ascertain the extent of the damage to the 
Vesta, and to offer all assistance needed. Gourley never 
got back to the Arctic, which filled and sank like lead. 

Thus it went from 1854 on through the sixties and 
seventies, until when the plans for the new Guion liner 
Arizona were drawn, the owners of the line, Williams & 
Guion, gave ear to the assertions of a marine engineer 
and contracted for the installation in their new boat of 
a system of water-tight compartments. This system 
may best be described by suggesting the various rooms 
of a house, each room of which is hermetically sealed 
by. the closing of the door which leads to the adjoining 
room. Naturally. the structural strength of these rooms, 
compartments, in the Arizona was supplied in accord- 
ance with facts obtained from tests of water and air 
pressure. There were seven or eight of these compart- 
ments in the new Guion liner, beginning with a col- 
lision bulkhead some thirty feet abaft the bow. and eon- 
tinuing through the various holds to the stern. 

The bulkhead doors were closed by hand; certain 
/ members of the crew were assigned to each door, their 


duty being to assemble there upon’ signal and seal the 
compartment without loss of time. This system, by the 


| way, was not long in proving its worth. For one cold 
morning on the Banks the Arizona crashed bow on into 
_ an immense iceberg caving in her plates as though they 
| were cardboard. The collision bulkhead saved. her. 
She made port a trifie down by the head, a forehold full 
_of water, but every other part of the hall dry as a bone. 
| No new greyhound was built thereafter without these 
| water-tight compartments. The drawback to this sys- 
_ tem was the fact that it was necessary that the doors be 
closed by the hand of man. Man is fallible on the sea, 
, as elsewhere. More than one erim disaster since the 
bulkhead system was applied has gone to demonstrate 
that fact. There was the French Line steamship La 
Bourgogne, for instance. No vessel afloat was fitted 
more adequately with great stee? water-tight bulkheads 
than La Bourgogne was. Yet it appeared that in the 
excitement attending the puncturing of her hul! by the 
bark Cromartyshire the crew falled to close the bulk- 
heads, and she went to the bottom. as the Arctic went 
twenty-four years previous. 

The bulkheads of the White Star Line steamship lying 
at her pier several years ago were naturally open. She 
was listed because of ice coating her decks and rigging, 
water flowed in the open cargo ports, and down she 
went to the bottom of the North River. A fine oppor- 

tunity for a test of the bulkhead system was thereby 
lost, but scientists, from a study of her decks and in- 
terior after she was raised, gained valuable data as re- 
| gards water pressure. 
Obviously, the hand-closing compartment system, 
which still obtains on many great transatlantic vessels, 
| had its serious defects. German shipbullders seemed to 


feel this more strongly than those of any other nation. |

annecessary. In their quiet, unemotiona] way, the Teu- 
tonic constructors took up the problem, and studied it 
year after year. The result was the installation of the 
Doerr system of automatic door-closing, first applied in 
the construction of the North German Lloyd Line steam- 
ship Kronprinz Wilhelm. Through this invention the 
captain standing upon the bridge was able to close com- 
partment after compartment es fast as he could move 
his, hand from lever to lever. Those who, in the first 
days of the Kronprinz, were privileged to stand ou the 
bridge and watch the captain pull the levers, with little 
red lights springing to life over each lever, notifying 
| that the door corresponding was closed, were impressed 
with emotions not of the everyday sort. \ 

But this was not enough. The Germans, not content 
with what had already been done, pressed onward. The 
frailty of tije sailors had been provided for; how about 
the frailty of the captain or whatever officer chanced to 
be on the bridge? This was worth thinkine about, and 
the Germans did think about it, and not without prac- 
tical result. On the most modern liners now, should 
the officer on the bridge fail of his duty In time of dis- 
aster, the bulkhead doors will close automatically when 
the inrushing water has attained a height of two feet in 
the holds. Surely the contention of the modern ship- 
builder that his boat is now unsinkable would seem to 
warrant belief. Through this system it is not necessary 
that a leak be discovered. A hidden inflowing of water 
checks its own entrance once it has risen to the danger 
peint, two feet. 

This isolation of compartments may be used effec- 
tively to prevent the destruction of the vessel by fire. 
while tn event of explosion in the boiler or engine-room, 
doors close automatically to prevent the exit of steam 
and fire. [If a light on the masthead or in any other *% 
part of the vessel goes out, an annunciator in the wheel- 
house warns the captain of the danger forthwith. 

Wireless telegraphy keeps a vessel in touch with the 
shore, either one shore or another, throughout, or very 
nearly throughout, her entire passage. Cape Sable 
sends her warnings of the bleak gray rocks upon whose 
fangs 80 many vessels have perished; ships in distress 
may hurry out their recalls for assistance over a radius 
of hundreds of miles, and the case is on record of a 
steamship on the English coast. the name of which 
escapes memory. which in sending out her request for 
assistance, giving, of course, her exact latitude and lonc- 
itude, brought two vessels to her side. 

One wild night at South Wellfleet the writer stood 
beside the operator, no less than Marconi himself, as he 
talked with a transatlantic liner. which told of a heavy 
sea that had swept her not an hour before. happily with 
no damage or loss of life. This same vessel, before 
the days of wireless telegraphy. was once overdue many 
days without a sign of her. and the impression of just 
what this new system of telegraphy had achieved tn 
robbing the sea of its terror was overwhelmine. 

But there are thousands of reefs and shoals against 
which wireless telegraphy cannof guard. Within the 
past year this danger has been met by the “sunken bell” 
system, a system which is obtaining recognition through- 
out the civilized world. Hanging from the bottom of 
lighthouses and lightships are bells constantly tolling. 
A telephonic receiving apparatus placed against the hull 
of the vessel below the water line carries the sound of 
the bell through many miles of water, with the result 
that fog, defective compass, magnetic attraction, so0- 
called, and what not are thus set at naught. This sub- 
merged bell system has passed far beyond the tentative 


stage. 

Rear-Admiral Evans tried the submarine bells on the 
Alabama and Male with satisfactcry results, and it 
was found that, unlike the doubt which exists in the 
case of atrial signais transmitted through a fog, it is 
possible in the case of submarine signals to locate the 
source of sound to within one-half point of the compass. 

As the receiving and transmitting devices already 
have been placed on all the lightships on the Atlantic 
Coast, it is believed that when the naval vessels are 
properly equipped they will be able to keep in touch 
with these ships from Maine to Florida when off the 
coast, thus reducing largely the chances of stranding 
and of collision. 

Experiments conducted by the Lighthouse Board in 
_this country, the British Admiralty, and the Danish 
government, supplemented by some smaller tests made 
by Rear-Admiral Evans, have satisfied the Navy De- 
partment of the value of the system of submarine ‘sig- 
nalling by means of bes to indicate the approach of 
a ship, in thick weather or nightfall, to the shore. 

The sound of these bells has been heard ten miles 
away, and a person below the water line. with his ear 
at the receiver, catches the muffled notes as plainly as 
& person standing upon a hill some quiet Sunday morn- 
ing. East March the Kaiser Wilhelm II, feeling her: 

toward port In a dense fog. caught the notes of the 
Sandy Hook lightship bell through her bow plates, the 
port bow, twenty feet aft. The course of the vessel 
was altered until the sounds came dead ahead, and 
then the liner went straight, finally gliding under the 
stern of the shrouded licht vessel. Another captain, a 
tugboat man, trying to make Boston Harbor. remem- 
bered that they were testing the submerged bell system 
on the Boston lightship. He went below. and placing 
his ear to a stopcock was able to pick his bearings and 
| make the harbor. Unlike whistle and bell notes in the 
air, the clanging of the submerged bell always carries 
true, not being subject to the deflection of air currents 
and other Atmospheric conditions. 

Once reefs and crags and hidden Mhoals are thus 
“helled.”” the record of lost ships will unquestionably 
show a decided decrease. L. P.

- Same extent as is the case with landscape painters. Study 
and practice will finish both, but without natufal taste 
and inclination no first-class work will be accomplished. 
What is primarily needed, of course, is an eye for the 
beautiful and an imagination worthy of the name. 
While there are certain rules which must govern the 
work. they are natural laws and the artist will inter- 
pret these aright. Confidence is needed that one does 
not become a mere copyist. Strike out on lines original, 
and if you are worthy, yoar work will be accepted. Pay 
no attention to tradition or standards of “styles,” but 
aim at the natural and therefore the true. 
much of the imitative in landscape work: we should 
be imaginative rather, than fearful. If you have merit

The Date Paim. 


When we speak of the date palm it is generally sup- 
posed we.mean the date of commerce, Phoenix dactyli- 
fera. It is easy to call the others by their scientific 
names which are pretty generally known in Southern 
California. In youth the date palm is not so. ornamen- 
tal as other species of Phoenix, but with age they de- 
velop a dignity second to none, and would prove an or- 
nament to any premises. 


The date palm will grow in almost any soil, even the 


most alkaline, but if expected to grow edible fruit one 
cannot be so regardless of its particular needs. The im- 
pression that the date of commerce is adapted to all des- 
ert conditions—soll alkali, drought, etc... is a somewhat 
erroneous one. While palms will live and grow under 
exceedingly unéavorable conditions, they are not fruit- 
ful unless certain conditions prevail. The one impor- 
tant condition which should be kept in mind, above all 


others, is the presence of an unfailing and an abundant | 


supply of irrigation water. The date requires enormous 
quantities of water in order to ripen its édruits success- 
fully. 

Like most other fruits, dates may be propagated by 
seeds; but, also like many other fruits, the fruit from 
seedlings is of an uncertain character. Not only is this 
true of the date (the fruit,) ‘ut the sex js also uncer- 
tain. Unlike most other fruits, the pistils and the sta- 
mens of

This is an important feature upon which much of 
the beauty of the planting arrangements depend.

HE question is often asked of a fancier with a 

home flock in the back yard: . “Do these chickens 

pay you?” The inquiry insinuates that probably 
they do not pay, that the fancier. is only « chicken crank, 
Of course they pay in a great many ways ihat must be 
experienced to be understood. A small flock is a small 
investment, and: the return on it must be accordingly 
jsmall in money. Money is often the least of returns, 
und so with chickens as a side issue often. It is pos- 
sible to double the money invested by well-directed pur- 
pose, but other profits are more valuable to the éancier. 
To know that eggs are clean and fresh and big with 
bright yellow yolks is a prime joy. To know the fowl 
for roasting is in splendid condition, made to roast with 
never a sick moment recorded in its past, is not a secon- 
dary joy. To know any day in the year one can eat his 


. Own cleanly-fed poultry and eggs without giving aff or- 


der ahead to some patient-for-money dealer, who may 
and may not fill it, gives one a splendid sense of free- 
dom. These are not money returns, but beyond money 
values. If one does for poultry, poultry does for him 
what money may be unable to buy. 


It is delightful td the cook to take up a big, fine-look- 
ing egg and know precisely how it will break into the 
cake-making bow), delightful to know just how the

breakfast eggs will break into the morning glasses. . But 
things not of the piblic market create these values. If 
one does not like poultry he must not expect such re- 
turns; one cannot hope to hire the creation of these 
values. The kitchen maid won't do it. She may say 
she likes chickens and wil! do it. She may think she 
will, but she will only do the part she likes—feed the 
hens table scraps—and dread to water them. She may 
like to feed them corn out of her hand, but will throw 
them any old bit of a rotten vegetable to get it out of 
her way, and make the entire flock ill. 

The hired man may say he likes poultry and will take 
good care of the fowls. He listens attentively to all 
your directions, and you think you have found the man 
for hire. If he does like chickens, he is sure to have 
ideas of his own, and as soqn as you depend upon him, 
he does his own way, and the things he likes to do. 
The hens may go from morning to morning with no 
water, and because he dislikes the smell! of lice powder, 
the hens may actually droop from the weariness of car- 
rying mites before you are consulted. Only once in a 
great while can one hire the home flock cared ¢or with 
profit. 

One must like hisown fowls and care for them 
himself to get the best values. Many a man or woman 
does not know the fellowships there are to be had in a 
nice lot of fowls.

Litter or Scratching Material.

exercise in order to maintain a state of health and at

Birds afforded range naturally secure a sufficient amount 
of exercise in foraging for at least the major portion of | 
their food, a condition denied to the bird in confine- 
ment. Litter or scratching quarters are not over did- 
ferent to obtain. If your soll is a sandy loam, friable 
and easily communited, it will serve the purpose during 
the summer months, provided you keep it well spaded 
up and cultivated, so that it will suggest a dry ash heap 
when walking over it. Into this scatter your grain feed, 
raking it in quickly with an ordinary garden rake. This 
wil! induce the fowl to scratch for the kernels, and so 
provide the necessary exercise. If your soil is clayey 
or heavy adobe, cut straw, leaves, or chaff is good. If 
the former, it should be cut, because jf left full length 


it is quite apt to “bunch” and prove undesirable. This, | 


of course, should be changed at regular intervals, or 
it will soon become foul and unhealthy. Some grow- 
ers use shavings, and while serviceable in a way, yet 
the taint of the wood with the droppings lessens the 
value of the latter as a fertilizer for orchard and gar- 
den.

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An Abandoned Farm. 


How THOUGHTFUL MAINE FARMER | 
MADE IT Pay. 


From Boston Globe. 


HE story of how William K. Burgess of East 
Bucksport bas managed one of Maine’s famous 
“abandoned farms,” and won prosperity and con- 
siderable fame from land that wag cluttered with loose 
stones and infested with pernicious weeds, deserves to 
be elevated into a treatise on agricultural economics 
and fd a place in the libraries of agricultural col- 


Less than twenty years ago, when Mr. Burgess went 
to East Bucksport from a farm in Monroe, Me., he was 
rich in health and hope, though poor in financial re- 
sources, so when he had bought two adjoining farms 
on the shores of Long Pond—both of which had 
been cropped clear down to hard pan and un- 
dergone the process which Maine farmers term “skin- 
ning,” until there was nothing left to skin—he found 
himself at 35 years of age, without an available dollar 
in the world, and hitched to a barren hillside farm, 
which, according to local report, was not able to sus- 
tain a pair of rabbits. 


The first thing which Mr. Burgess needed was ready 
money. 

Local ways of securing ready money had been to cut 
the hay and haul it loose to Bangor, twelve miles away, 
and sell it on the market at the highest price offered. It 
proved to be a serious proposition, for not only was 
Bangor twelve miles distant, but the roads for most 
of the way were steep and stony and very rough. 

Owing to the time required to get to Bangor and re- 
turn it was the custom of some persons to grease the 
wheels of the hayrick and load the hay and bind it 
solidly the Sunday afternoon before starting, partly 
because religious scruples did not permit the farmers 
to labor in public view on the Sabbath and partly be- 
cause such labor saved half a day of valuable time, 
which could be devoted to other duties on a week day. 

By using two sedate horses and exercising great care 
when negotiating the rough places, a patient farmer, 
who started from home at 3 o'clock in the morning, 
could hope to land his load in the Bangor market by 
11 o'clock in the forenoon, after which he had to bar- 
gain and banter and haggle with customers ¢or several 
hours before he effected a sale. Then he must drive 
to some remote part of the city and pitch off and stow 
away the load of hay in the peak of some small stable 
before he could think of going home; and if he reached 
se own bed before midnight he considered him 

ky. | 

Farmer Burgess thought the matter over. He had to 
pay taxes on his barren land. He was compelled to 


stones exposed to the mowing machine. He must also 
rake his crop by hand and stow it away in the barn, 
after which he must load it on the rack and spend a 
day and night in landing it in Bangor. And for all this 
he might receive as much as $10 in cash. After two 
years of peddling loose hay, Farmer Burgess bought a 
herd of cows and started in to make butter. 

“Now when he takes a ton of hay to Bangor it goes 
as butter inside of a neat firkin, and the journey is 
made in a top buggy so rapidly that he can do his mar- 
keting and get home in time for dinner. 

, It was the same way when darmer Burgess tried to 
realize cash from the sale of cordwood in Bangor. He 
had plenty of second-growth hardwood on his 
place, but he lived beyond the ten-mile limit 
whére railroads could haul wood by the carload at 
cheaper rates than it was possible to do with horse 
power. He found it took a whole day to cut and land 
Z cord of fuel at his door, and another very long day 
wab demanded to take this wood to Bangor and sell it.

The business of growing and curing the various ¢ra-— 
grant and medicinal herbs grew so fast that in the 


summer of 1906 the Burgess farm produced more than 


hundreds of pounds of pennyroyal, saffron, camomile, 
hoarhound, wintergreen, lungwort, gold thread, bal- 
sam, white pine bark, parsley, cresses and many other 
plants that are seldom mentigned outside the regular 
pharmacopoeias found in the drug stores. 

From a farmer he had developed into an herbalist. 

In the old days when farmer Burgess was selling hay — 
he required two heavy horses to carry hay valued at — 
$10 to Bangor, and when he sold wood the same horses | 
worked long and hard to take a cord of rock maple 
valued at $4.50 to market. Today he can put packets or 


| herbs valued at more than $19 into an express wagon 
_and car trot his horse half the time both ways. 


The Jde issues which farmer Burgess has undertaken 


or is about to start on his abandoned farms are nearly as 
promising aa his direct sources of income. 


Some years ago he thought that he ~opld keep sheep 


and sce how he would fare af selling wool and bs, 
but as the dogs came and slew many in his flock, and as 
Bucksport paid only $3 for a sheep that had been killed 
by dogs—even when average sheep were bringing $5 a 
head in the market—Burgess sold out his sheep and 
went to breeding collie dogs, which brought higher 
prices and were not so expensive to grow. | 

Later on the man who was living on an abandoned 
farm branched out as a manufacturer of botanic drugs. 
all of which are selling fast enough to pay expenses. 

He has made a cough cure which holds the soul and 
curative ingredients of twenty famous plants, all of 
whith were noted cure-alls among the older genera- 
tions. 

He sells an ointment which holds seventeen vegetable 
ingredients of an antiseptic or soothing or tanning na- 
ture. 

He can furnish the old-time “hard-hack tea” in any 
quantity. 

He has “garget root” for ailing cows and lobelia for 
horses, and smartweed for “giving a sweat.” 

Without pretending to medical skill, he has become 
the botanic doctor for the neighborhood. 

The dreams of future business expansion which are 
seething in the brain of the herbalist would do credit 
to a captain of industry. Noticing that the canes of 
wild raspberries and wild blackberries were growing 
rankly by the sides of the miles of stone wall which 
surround the farm, the owner will pull up the wild 
growth and set the strips out to cultivated varieties, 
“because,” said Burgess, “if one is growing fruit, he 
shopld have nothing but the best.” 

On a muggy day in early September when the writer 
drove over the hills of Holden and Dedham to visit the 
farm Mr. Burgess was found standing in the midst of 
his catnip plantation admiring the crop. There were 
twenty rows, every one of which was 45 rods long, and 
every plant in every row was at least four feet tall, 
branching out and hiding the ground. At that time the 
entire area was white with blossoms, which emitted an 
odor which could be smelled for half a mile. 

“I have beer thinking,” said Burgess meditatively, 
“that I must go to keeping bees. Here are millions of 
catnip blossoms, and every ne is just dripping with 
honey, and.all this richness is waste’ because I am too 
lazy to buy bees to help me gather it in. ! never saw 
any catnip honey, and I believe nobody has ever rut it 
on the market: but that makes no odds. There are 
hundreds of people living all around who will buy cat- 


mow most of the grass by hand, owing to the number of |

nip honey and pay extra prices for it just on account 
of the name.

Heavy Soil for Grapes. 


CORRESPONDENT who says he is expecting to 
plant a vineyard in adobe soil asks what may be the 
result. The grape is no special-soll product. [It will 
do well in this State upon almost any soil we have if 
climatic conditions are good for this fruit. But the 
vine grower should be more particular thap the vine, for 
there is a vast difference in the amount and quality of 
the cultivation requisite for success upon different soils. 
Hence, adobe or clayey land should not be selected by 
preference dor the grape, for where the humus is, there 
will the shrinkage be most in evidence. This process of 
lessening in bulk ruptures the rootlets near the drying 
surface, and there are the rootlets of the grape more 
liable to injury. A soil that must be constantly coaxed 
with the cultivator to prevent cracks and rifts is not the 
soil for a fruit where cheapness of care is so essential 
as with this fruit. Some heavy solls lose more than 
10 per cent. of their bulk in drying, and this must be 
injurious to any crop where the roots are easily broken. 


Of the other hand, sand does not change its bulk per- 
ceptibly by wetting or drying. Then, if we could secure 
the available fertility in sand, it would be the ideal for 
cheap crops, or crops whose price will not justify contin- 
ued expense in working and irrigation. This explains 
why a rich, sandy loam is most desirable. It is a soil 
where the sand particles interpose between clay parti- 
cles, making clay adhesion less and thereby ensmalling 
the spaces of separation. In other words, the sand pre- 
vents cracking of the soil, and it does not adhere or 
“cake.” Not only does it lessen mechanical root injury 
in dry weather; but it makes capillary action more regu- 
lar with its concomitant of more regular feeding quali- 
ties. Grape growers should study ease of cultivation, 
for it is more essential in this crop than in some others. 


Resistant Vines. 


UDGING from the number of resistant grape vines 
now finding their way here from the north, in spite 
of, or through the provisions of that famous county or- 
dinance, we should soon have plenty of home-grown 


stock of resistants for propagation. I do not know to. 


what extent our local nurserymen are preparing for the 
run on resistant varieties or species. 
the popularity of these kinds will greatly facilitate the 
introduction of phylloxera if these importations continue 
on account of the lack of home-grown stock in local nur- 
series. This matter is becoming more serious every 
year. The Vitis vinifera is entirely non-resistant. All 
our vines are of this species of grape. So far not a 
vine is known to be affected south of the Tehachapi 
Mountains. .To keep the phylloxera out is one of our 
most urgent duties. Yet we must have resistant vines, 


so if this pest does get into our vineyards there will be |

Land for Planting. — 


HETHER one is preparing to plant one, or one

Thompson's Seediess Grape. 
HIS grape was named by the Sutter County Horticul- 
tural Society, after W. Thompson, of Yuba county, 
who brought the cutting to California in 1878 from El- 
wanger & Barry, of Rochester, N. Y. it was then de- 
| seribed as “a grape from Constantinople, named Lady 
Decoverly.” When it fruited in Sutter county, it was 
seen to be superior to the Sultana, and has been propa- 
gated largely. It is now found in all parts of the State. 
The variety is described by Dr. Eisen as follows: “Oval; 
greenish-yellow; as large as the Sultana; seedless, with 
thin skin; good but not strong flavor, and without that 
acid which characterizes fhe Sultana grape and raisin; 
bunches jarge, or very large: vine an enormous bearer.” 

Mr. Bioletti, of the University of Celifornia, considers 
the variety identical with the Sultana of Asia Minor and 
gives this description: “Vine very vigorous and with 
large trunk and very long canes; leaves glabrous on 
both sides: dark yellowish-gcreen above and light below, 
generally three-lobed, with shallow sinuses, teeth short 
and obtuse, bunch large, conico-cylindrical, well filled, on 
herbaceous peduncles: berries under medium, crisp, of 
neutra! flavor, with moderately thick skin of a 
fine golden yellow.”—[Wickson.

Causes of Scale Infection. 


N regard to the causes that have led to the unparal- 

leled and persistent infection of the fruit groves of 
Southern California. exuberance of tree growth is no 
doubt one of the leading causes, for it is a well-known 
fact that the more vigorous the trees the stronger the 
colonies of scale. This accounts in part for the relative 
freedom from scale of mature trees, and we may perhaps 
look for farther immunity as the groves get older and 
consequently less vigorous. The opportunities of infec- 
tion have also become greater as the land has filled sol- 
idly to citrus fruit orchards, infection is promoted by the 
increased -activities of cultivation, pruning and harvest- 
ing. The agency of bir’« is a contingency, and 
a very grave one as the ‘ruit trees grow larger 
and afford a better harbor for the harmiess insects upon 
which the birds feed. In some instances it has been 
clearly shown that migratory birds have spread the scale 
in the direction of their migration as they fed from grove 
to grove. It is very common to find bad scale infesta- 
tion around a bird’s nest with no contamination in any 
other part of the tree or grove. Ants may carry the 
larvae of scale, and we know they patrol an infected 
tree with a persistency that is not disinterested, and to

of orchard pests is effected. Through handling the fruit 
from one packing-house he has made the community 
packing plant a clearing-house for the dissemination of 
insect foes. Whatever the cause of the continued in- 
fection of our groves, they are but the working of natural 
means, which, if better understood and resisted would 
lessen the virulence of old Infections and perhaps largely 
prevent the new. To better determine these matters 
and apply the most effective methods of prevention and 
control may be the most important business of the grow- 
ers and their officials.

Best White Flowers. 3 


HE most appropriate flowker for Easter is unquestion- 
ably the lily, because it has been associated for the 


longest time with Easter. The Easter lily of today is 


not the lily of history and of religious painting. It 
was not until the early eighties that the Madonna or 
Annunciation lily was displaced as an Easter flower by 
the Bermuda lily. The Madonna lily does not bloom 
outdoors in Northern United States at Easter time, as it 
does in Southern Burope, and it is not so easily forced 
into bloom as is the Bermuda lily. Moreover, the Ber- 
muda lily is generally considered to be a more. beau- 
tiful flower, It is a longer and larger flower and shaped 
like a trumpet, whereas the Madonna lily is bell-shaped. 

The marguerite or Paris daisy makes an exceljent cut 
flower if cut with stems long enough to have some of 
its own foliage. If you have a plant, however, remove 
the flowers as they fade and new ones will be produced. 
If this is given ordinary care it will last in the house 
until all danger of frost is over. Then plant it out- 
doors, and it will give scattering blossoms all summer. 
Do not try to bring it in the house next fall, but as 
soon as the frost has killed it pull it up and throw it

Do not prune such climbers at the 
present time as Double and Single Cherokee, the Bank- 
sias, Beauty of Glazenwood, Gold of Ophir, etc., as their 
bloom is produced all along the branches. The best 
time to prune these is after their spring crop, when they 
will have time during the summer to grow long branches 
for bloom the next season. . 


While natural manures are best for cultivated ground, 
we cannot advise such for lawns, the risk being too great 
unless you now have a lawn so poor that nothing can 
harm it. Unless natural manures have been thoroughly 
wet and repeatedly turned over and mixed each time of

The Right To Be Born Well. 
S URELY, any intelligent person will be willing to 


admit that there is no more important subject 

affecting the human race than the breeding of 
children. Social reformers and philanthropists devote 
much time and attention to the care and training of 
children, after they are born. This is something like 
the action of the farmer, who should plant any old kind 
of seed that is sent to him, without regard to its qual- 
ity, and then devote a vast amount of care and labor to 
the cultivation of the crop. Or it is like the practice of 
the “regular” medical ¢raternity, who, instead of seek- 
ing out the cause of disease, and removing it, tinker 


‘Tt would be ludicrous, were it not desperately sad, to 
note how vast an amount of care and money is devoted 
to the raising of improved breeds of cattle,.and hogs, 
and chickens, and dogs, and cats, also of vegetables and 
flowers, while the improvement of the breed of the hu- 
man race is altogether ignored. It is a safe assertion to 
make that not one child in a hundred thousand that is 
born into the world comes as the result of deliberate in- 
tention and preparation on the part of its parents. They 
are almost all “little accidents,” however elaborate the 


— 


ents in holy wedlock. 


Tt is of little avail to lavish care and attention upon 
children after they are bern, if, in the first place, they 
have been wrongly begotten, and in the second place, 
their prenatal culture has been entirely neglected, the 
mother perhaps being subjected to adverse mental and 
physical influences during the nine months that she has 
carried her child under her heart. As Gerald Massey 
says: 

“We must begin in the creatory if we would benefit 
the race, and woman must rescue herself and consciously 
assiunme all responeibility of maternity on behalf of the | 
children.” 

Following is an extract on the same subject from a | 
book entitled “Jove’s Way to Perfect Humanhood,” by | 
Agnes Benham of Adelaide, South Australia: | 


“A cruel wrong is perpetrated upon a woman when) 
she becomes an unwilling mother. How far-reaching its | 
consequences none can say, since it may blast the whole 
earthly life of the babe who is born under its awful 
shadow, Is it possible that a man can realize the dread- 
ful feeling of despair that comes over a woman when 
she first knows that she is enciente against her will! 
The emotions of a trapped and tortured animal must be 
nearest akin to those she feels. Nature’s due inatinc’ 
of cherishing and tenderly providing for the little life 
so bound up within her own is turned ofttimes to the 
deadliest hatred, and she will shrink from no danger, . 
not even from the risk of death to herself, to get rid of 
what she regards as an unwelcome burden.” 

Dr. Holbrook, the well-known writer on health and 
disease, said: “Some of the most wayward persons | 
have known were born of mothers who tried unsuccess-— 
fully to destroy them before birth.” The mother of 
Charlies J. Guiteau had children in rapid succession. 
They were in poor circumstances and she was forced to 
work hard. Before the birth of this child she had re- 
sorted to every possible means of procuring an abortion, 
but without success, and during the latter part of her 
pregnancy she had brain fever. When the child at last . 
came into the world, it was weak and puny, and dor 
many months it was one continued wail.” 

Ella Wheeler Wilcox—who of late years has devoted 
much of her able mentality to the study of sociological | 
questions—recentl¢ wrote as follows, in a Chicago news- 
paper: 

“The generally-accepted idea of a legitimate child is 
one born in wedlock. According to the usage of words, 
it does suffice to legitimize a child, when a marriage 
ceremony has taken place between the father and 
mother. 

“But In the higher court of nature something more is 
required. That something is love between the parents. 
especially love in the mother’s heart for the father of 
the child.

welcome invasion of her person by any man, whether he | 
owns a certificate of marriage, giving him ‘marital | 
rights’ over her person, or not. | 

“In one word, eugenics—the science of good genera- | 
tion, the natural right of each child to a sound mind in 
a sound body, through ¢ree, intelligent and self-respon- | 
sible motherhood, is to my thinking incomparably the 
most important of all sciences, most vitally important

As she says, one kreat advantage of this 
“cure’ is that it does not necessitate the giving up of 
home and business. Care must, of course, be taken to 
see that the body is kept comfortably warm. 

Dr. Brewster notes the vast difference in the time of 
sleep required out of doors, as compared with indoors. 
She says that seven hours is now quite enough for her, 


whereas she formerly felt terribly abused if she did not 
get nine hours itidoors, This is quite easy to under- 


stand. People who sleep in ill-ventilated rooms pass 
the time more in stupor than in sound, refreshing sleep.

In America over 142,000 children are working at the age

at 15. The sum total of all children working between 
the ages of 10 and 15 years is nearly 2,000,000. 

Again, the census of 1900 showed that we had half a 
million native-born American white children, between 
the ages of 10 and 15, who could neither read nor write. 

The percentage of girls employed has increased faster 
than the boys. What chance have these girls of becom- 
ing mothers of children who are physically and men- 
tally sound? 

This condition of affairs is not only disgraceful, from 
a humane point of view, but it threatens the very life 
of the nation, for a nation in which it is necessary to 
keep children of tender age at hard labor is fore- 
ordained to destruction, and deserves to be destroyed.

The only true fountain of youth 
is that which all may absorb, if they please, at nature’s 
breast. Eat moderately of clean food, from which the 
organic salts have not been eliminated, breathe fresh 
air night and day, and think cheerful thoughts. This 
is the only way in which to find rejuvenescence. The 
man who conscientiously follows out this programme of 
obeying nature's simple taws will soon find himself 
growing young in body and mind, and all his faculties 
will become much keener.

Care of invalids. 


HIS is the title of another of the revised series of 

medical pocket handbooks published by the Mutual. 
Life Insurance Company of New York. It contains 
some good suggestions, also some that are open to crit- 
icism, the author being evidently one who is imbued 
_with the good old-fashioned “regular” ideas in regard | 
to disinfectants. A medical lecturer is quoted as saying 
that fumigations as a rule act on the principle of “one 
stink stinking out another stink.” There is much truth 
in this. A disinfectant should be something more than 
a mere disguiser of awful odors. 


The following in regard to what a nurse should be and 
_as to cheerfulness in a sick room is good. It might be 
| added that a good nurse, like a poet, is born, not made, 
| although of course she may improve her usefulness by 
study and experience 

“A good nurse should have keen perceptions and the 
refined ways of a lady, and at the same time she should 
not be above supplying all the patient’s needs. She 
should never talk of the dying agonies of her last case, 
| or relate any of her previous cases, whatever they might 
have been. She should be able to judge when the pa- | 
tient must be kept quiet and when he may see a friend. | 
Such a person, without giving offense, must assume the | 
responsibility of forbidding the discussion of worrying | 
household troubles in the sick room, and the responsi- | 
‘Dility, likewise, of getting rid of a visitor who has | 
| stayed too long—especially if the visitor belongs to that | 
_ clasg of persons who seem to delight in telling the pa- | 
tient how some one else with the same symptoms had | 
recently died in extreme convulsions. The lugubrious 
| countenance assumed by such a visitor te harmonize 
with her conceptions of importance nsualy confirms the 
fears of the sick person to a remarkable degree, and the 
nurse has increased labor in quieting the appreherision 
thus’ cruelly excited. Conversations upon any subject 
should never be held just outside the chamber door, 
_where a word now and then can be overheard, with what 
is suspected, by the poor patient is frequently the be- 
ginning of the worst. Remember always that a cheerful 
face ‘doeth good like a medicine,’ ”’ 

In the chapter on food the editor finds much to criti- | 
cize, as might be expected. The author says “a little 
food at a time and often repeated is the general rule | 
for sick people.” It is a bad rule, and has caused the 
deaths of millions. An animal has sense enough to fast | 
when it is sick. Surely a human being might have as | 
much sense as a dog, but they haven’'t—not ome in a | 
hundred. There is the usual talk about “when a physi- | 
cian orders beef tea,” although intelligent physicians | 
now admit that thére is comparatively little difference ' 
in the nourishing power of beef tea and urine, while | 
both are full of that poison, uric acid. On a later page 
the author says:
